Keyser announced tbst during

"It is a well known fact that 90 


per cent of all fires are caused by 
carelessness and could have been 
prevented," Keyser said. He went 
on to point out that of 63 grass and 
rubbish fires extinguished by the 
Dixon Fire Department, 54 were 
aggravated by inattention, while 
the other nine were caused by 
careless smokers, etc.

Cpl. Batchelor 
Gets Life Term 
Prison Camp Informer 
Sentenced in Texas 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. IB—Cpl. Claude Batchelor, who volunteered 


for army service at 16, faces a life in prison—a sentence imposed by 
a general court martial that found him guilty of collaborating with the 
enemy and informing on fellow POW's in Korea. 


Batchelor has the right of appeal 


with his case subject to review. 


The thin, 
pale 
corporal 
em- 


braced his mother and murmured, 
"I can take H," when the verdict 
was returned Thursday after the 
military panel deliberated his fate 
for 2 hours and 14 minutes. 


Batchelor, 22. was a prisoner of 


the Chinese Communists by the 
time he was 18 and spent 38 
months in their 
prisoner-of-war 


stockades. It was in that 38 months 
of confinement, his fellow prison- 
ers said, that Batchelor took up the 
Communist line and tattled on oth- 
er U.S. prisoners. 


The Kermit, Tex., youth was one 


of 23 prisoners who refused re- 
patriation and was one of two pris- 
oners who finally sought United 
Nations sanctuary. Fear, he testi- 
fied during his court martial, kept 


most of the other 21 POW's on the 
Communist side. 


He was found guilty on three 


counts of collaborating with the 
enemy: 


1. He was to have headed a 


Red-inspired postwar organization 
of former prisoners. 


2. He accused the United States 


of participating in germ warfare 
in a letter to his hometown news- 
paper. 


3. He took part in Communist 


study groups, circulated peace pe- 
titions in the prison camp and 
made propaganda broadcasts for 
the Chinese Reds. 


He was convicted of informing 


on Pvt. John Megyesi. Farrell, 
Pa., for possessing a camera and 
for recommending that M'Sgt. Wil- 
burn Watson. Corinth, Miss., be 
shot.

Big Three Meets Adenauer 
To Draw Up General Pact 
Conference 
Should End 
By Saturday 


Experts to Work 
Out Details of 
Arms Program 


LONDON U&—The west- 


ern Big Three foreign minis- 
ters met with West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
today to draw up a general 
agreement—perhaps by night- 
fall—to end the nine-year-old 
occupation of Western Ger- 
many. 


A quick grant of political inde- 


pendence to the 78-year-old Aden- 
auer's Bonn government appeared 
virtually certain as the nine-nation 
conference on freeing; and rearm- 
ing West Germany neared its end. 


The final success of the compli- 


cated negotiations designed to en- 
list West German troops in a de- 
fense alliance against communism 
seemed assured after delegates 
agreed in principle Thursday on a 
compromise plan for controlled 
German 
rearmament. 
Signed Later 


Delegates predicted the confer- 


ence would end successfully Satur- 
day. 


The delegates will leave behind 


groups of experts to work out de- 
tails of the program and to draft 
the necessary treaties. These would 
be signed later and submitted to 
the various parliaments for ratifi- 
cation. 


Under the plan, West Germany 


and Italy will be admitted into 
an 
enlarged 
Brussels Alliance, 


formed in 1948 by Britain. France, 
Belgium, the Netherlands.and Lux- 
embourg. At the same time, West 
Germany also would be taken into 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization as its loth member. 


Today's meeting on German sov- 


ereignty brought together Aden- 
auer, U.S. Secretary of State Dul- 
les, British Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden and French Premier 
Pierre Mendes-France. 


Appear Ready 


The four ministers had before 


them recommendations prepared 
by their committee of experts as a 
guide for framing a grant of sov- 
ereignty. 


Informants said Dulles and Men- 


des-France appeared ready to go

Delaware Unit Votes 
To Resume Segregation

Racial integration got a severe setback Thursday in Delaware when 


the new Milford board of education voted to remove 11 Negroes from 
the previously all-white high school they had been attending since the 
fall semester began. 


The board said it was taking 


the action "in the interest of the 
welfare of th'e children and com- 
munity as a whole." 


Milford for weeks has been torn 


with dissension over the segrega- 
tion question. Negros were admit- 
ted to the high school when it 
opened, but threats of violence 
later forced the school to close for 
a week. 


The Milford Board of Education 


resigned last week after the State 
Board of Education had criticized 
it for admitting Negroes without 
receiving pin or approval from the 
state. New board members were 
sworn in Thursday, and their first 
action was in voting to remove 
Negroes from the high school. 


About two-thirds of the high 


school's 1.500 white students have 
been boycotting classes. 


The 11 Negro pupils did not ap- 


pear this morning when classes re-
